MecWatters purchased grocer- 
ies Tuesday afternoon and never 
returned home. Police found the 
groceries at the corner of Echo 
and Water streets on the west 
side. 

Following the report that he 
was missing, a thorough search 
by city, county and state police 
led authorities to all empty buil- 
dings, side roads and nearby 
wooded areas without success. 


Chief Harry Simmons and 
County Sheriff Glenn Rose said 
they have covered “every inch 
of ground in the area.” 

McWatters had received his 
old age assistance check and had 
sold a shot gun. Police believe 
he carried about $50.

G. Boswell, of East Jordan, be 
named administrator. 


The groups requesting Bos- 
well’s appointment were: East 
Jordan Public Library, Red 


Cross, East Jordan Cooperative 
Company and Michigan State 
College, now a university. 

These organizations are repre- 
sented in the case by William T. 
Downs of East Jordan. 

The probate court said Conkle 
was requested to be the admin- 
istrator by the Charlevoix hos- 
fital’s attorney. The hospital is 
scheduled to receive only those 
funds remaining after all other 
settlements in the will are made. 

“It ws felt,” Downs said, 
“That due to Boswell’s close as- 
sociation with Foote during 
which he acted as friend and ad- 
visor, that he was the proper 
person to be named administra- 
tor of his estate.” 

Foote’s death created a flurry 
of interest when it was learned 
that his estate might be valued 
it some $40,000. It was thought 
for years by neighbors and 
friends that he was nearly pen- 
nyless. 

So convinced were neighbors 
cf his lack of funds that fol- 
lowing his death here, there was 
& movement started to take up 
a collection for his funeral ex- 


penses. 
Downs said Foote’s sister, 
Mrs. Minnie Gibson, of Mississ- 


ippi, also believed he had no 
funds and when first informed 
ot his death said “do with him 
as you wish.” 

From the beginning, Downs 
said, this has been an East Jor- 
dan case. 

It was said Tuesday that little 
remains to be done and that the 
administrator should be able to 
close the estate in a short time. 

A delay of eight months in the 
case was caused when Foote’s 
sister chose to appeal a jury’s 
Cecision that the will was not 
valid.

He no longer has 
to think for himself, 

The spirit of adventure that taxes every fiber of his being has 
been hacked away and twisted into a “plan” by adults. A plan for 
his every moment to which he must conform else his parents worry. 

It seems that modern society has stolen the child’s natural grow- 
ing up fun —- turned-it over to the adults in the form of, “Now I 
don’t have to worry about my child.” 

We have taken away the old fashioned fourth of July with its 
“dangerous” fire crackers and fireworks. 

We have taken away the color, the noise and happy confusion of 
the visiting street carnival. ; 

We have taken away the thrill and the looking forward to of the 
county fairs, 

We have taken away the annual hazing program of students in 
our high schools. 

We have taken away the breathtaking skullduggery of a spooky 
Halloween. 

We have taken away the fun of the old sand lot baseball with its 
occasional fist fights. 

We have taken away the old “up river’ swimming hole where the 
naughty boys swam without suita. 

We have taken away the child’s natural desire to shoulder a pup 
tent and take off into unchartered woods for a little unsupervised 
camping. 

_ We have taken away the child’s feverish desire to drop hook and 
line into the water anywhere he may wish without fear of an officer 
checking up on him. 

We have taken away the fun of “cooning” muskmelons come fall; 
we have taken away the occasional shooting of a street light with our 
trusty slingshot. 

_ How many times have you heard this young plea? “There’s noth- 
ing in this town for us teenagers to do.” 

‘That's because just about every original but unorthodoxed enter- 
tainment a child can think up has through the years been legislated 
against in our schools, churches, clubs, societies and at. home.

She says to remember that the 
collar item you purchase will 
give you less than 3 cents worth 
of stamps; and to shop carefully 
fur your premium merchandise, 
because it isn t a gift.

By 1975 you will be eating 
enly about 85 pounds per year, 
farm officials predict. 


But this means no drop in fu- 
ture potato production. It will, 
in fact, be necessary to increase 
the output of spuds by 10 per 
cent by 1975. 

That’s because by 1975 the 
U.S. will have about 210 million 
people. The increased population 
will demand more and more 
spuds,
